Summer Shoes 


Unless you have a spare pair «f 
crépe-soled sandals hidden away in 
your bottom drawer, you may be 
walking on wooden soles. next 
summer. . 

With the disappearance of rubber’ 

and crépe rubber soles from the 
matket, wooden soles offer a solution 
to the demand for light summer 
shoes. Wooden-soled sandals have 
been on sale in Dublin for over a 
year, and are stated to.be highly 
successful, while a well-known Dublin 
firm of boot and shoe’ manufacturers 
has just produced a new type oi 
ladies’ low-heel walking shoe, with 
uppers made of ‘suede leather and 
soles of wood. The soles are fitted 
With leather studs, for greater wear- 
ing quality, and they can be re- 
placed whenever they wear down. 
The shoes, which are sold at much 
the same price as ordinary leather- 
soled shoes, slow. up production 
slightly, but effect a considerable 
saving of leather. 
There is a great demand on leather 
at the present time. Portlaw Tan- 
nery has maintained its output fairly 
well since -the beginning of the 
emergency, but the disappearance of 
rubber and crépe rubber soles has 
strained the supply, while leather 
suitable for making uppers is almost 
impossible to obtain. The real cause 
of the shortage is the fact that all 
tanning materials must be imported. 
Nevertheless, a well-known Dublin 
manufacturer assured an Jrish Times 
reporter yesterday that? we are in a 
much better position than Great 
Britain as regards leather supplies. 
Wooden soles are being used very 
largely in England at present, he 
said, and no leather whatever is 
being imported into Ireland from 
England. -

Producer Gas 
Equipment 


The petrol scare of last February 
(referred to by Mr. Lemass in the 
Dail on Wednesday) brought a sharp 
increase in the demand for producer 
gas equipment, a Dublin manufac- 
turer stated yesterday. Since then, 
however, demand had gone bacx to 
what was regarded as a normal, 
steady level, and manufacturers had 
been able to keep fairly well abreast 
of their orders. Most of the orders 
are for equipment for lorries of the 
two-ton size. The leading maxers 
now have standardised their plants, 
and it is a comparatively simple 
matter to obtain replacements. 

The current sin, si of Swedish 
News, issued by the Swedish Con- 
sulate in Dublin, gives much _ pro- 
minence to the progress of producer- 
gas transport in Sweden, where, at 
the end of 1942, 73,000 vehicles— 
one-third -of the country’s total— 
and about 10,000 tractors had been 
fitted with that equipment. These 


vehicles consume about 265,000,000 


cubic feet of wood per annum, It 
is stated that the vehicles are 
running virtually as well as on 


petrol, the chief differences being 


between 800 and 900 tons. Two of 
the ships were set on fire, and a 
third one was damaged, One of the 
Typhoons attacked barges on a river 
north of the airfield..

AST week the Fuehrer, the Duce 
eB and their respective higher 
i commanders met, in a con- 
ference that lasted no less than four 
days—a quite unusual duration fé 
such meetings. Without any question 
the discussions concerned the conduct 
of the Axis campaigns during 1943, 
and, in all likelihood, were primarily 
focussed on the near future in. 
Tunisia and its repercussions. We 
can accept as agilirect consequence 
of the discussions the German radio 
statement of April 13th: “The 
enemy has by now realised that 
there is not the slightest sign that 
the Axis intends to give up the fight 
or evacuate Tunisia.’”’ And, wit 
regard to this, it may be added that 
the Italian interest in the matter is 
even greater than the German. 


SECOND STAGE 


The season is vow well on in April. 
How long will it take to finally clear 
Tunisia—a fortnight, a month, six 
weeks, two months? How long after 
that will it be before the next stage 
in the Allied offensive can be 
initiated? We lack the data to 
attempt a worth-while answer to 
these questions. But it does 
appear likely that the  time-lag 
between the two stages will be 
minimum. The Allies, it must be 
remembered, have already. decided 
on the broad lines of the second 
stage, and have presumably got a| 
certain distance in their preparations, 
therefor. Also, in the Mediterranean 
countries opérations are everywhere 
possible up to the end of October 
at the very earliest. So that quite 
clearly it is the Axis interest to hold 
the Bizerta bridgehead as long ás 
they possibly can. 

This they will aim to do, not so 
much defensively as to enable them- 
selves to strike some big forestalling 
blow of their own. A striking proof 
of this is the action of the Luftwaffe, 
indicated on April ilth by the 
official spokesman, Major Bley: 
“We need the ‘Luftwaffe mainly 
against hostile armed forces rather 
than civilian targets. A great part 
of our air forces is engaged on the 
Russian front, where hundreds of 
‘planes are in the air day after 
ay.”
